Bill Authorizing- Loan for Great 
Public Works to Be Immediate- 
ly Undertaken. 



The promised measure of the British 
Columbia government dealing with the 
problem of all-Canadian railway connec- 
tion with the gold fields of Northern 
British Columbia and the Yukon Terri- 
tory, as well as with the iCootenay min- 
ing country, was presented to the legis- 
lature yesterday. It is, in full, as fol- 
lows : 

Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the legislative assembly 
of the proviace of British Columbia, 
enacts as follows: 

1. Tlii.s act may be cited as the "Brit- 
ish Columbia Public Works Loan Act 
(1807.) Amendment, act, ly'.KS." 

2. Section 2 of the "British Columbia 
Public Works Loan net, LS!>7." is hereby 
repealed and the following is substitu- 
ted therefor: 

"2. The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil may (in addition to all other moneys 
authorized to be raised or borrowed by 
any other act of tile province) borrow or 
raise from time to time, in such amounts, 
in such manner, and at such times as 
may be deemed expedient, any sum pf 
money not exceeding five million dollars 
by the sale of debentures, or by the is- 
sue and sale of 'British Columbia stock' 
under the provisions of the 'Inscribed 
Stock Act, 18D1,' or partly in one 'way 
and partly in another, or otherwise: Pro- 
vided, however, that: no moneys shall 
be borrowed under this ;l ct before the 
first day of July, 1808." 

Section 8 of the said net is hereby 
repealed and the following is substitu- 
ted therefor: 

"8. There is hereby granted for and in 
aid of the construction of the following 
railways, subject; to the conditions here- 
inafter contained, and to be paid out of 
the moneys raised under this act, a sum 
not exceeding four thousand dollars for 
each mile of railway, viz.; 

"(a.) h'or a standard grnuge railway 
from Penticton to the Boundary Creek 
district, approximately one hundred 
miles in length: 

"(b.) For n standard gouge railway 
from ltobson to the Boundary Creek dis- 
trict, to connect with the railway men- 
tioned in sub-section (a) hereof, approxi- 
mately eighty miles: 

(e.) For a standard gauge railway 
from the coast, in the neighborhood of 
English bluff, near Point Roberts via 
Ciiilliwaek to Pentic.ton, approximately 
two hundred and thirty miles: 

"(<1.) For a standard gauge railway 
from Bute Inlet to Quesnelle, approxi- 
mately two hundred iind thirty miles: 

"(e.) For not more than four hundred 
miles of a narrow gauge railway from 
Teslin Lake to a seaport in British Co- 
lumbia, divided by the Stikine river in- 
to the northern and southern sections." 

I. Section of the said act is hereby 
repealed and the following is substitu- 
ted thereto.-: 

"0. The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil may enter into all agreements with 
any person or company undertaking the 
construction of any railway to which a 
subsidy is hereby attached, which may 
be necessary or convenient for the due 
construction and operation of such rail- 
way, which agreements shall, in every 
instance, in addition to other matters 
therein provided for, contain the follow- 
ing provisions, viz.: 

"(1) That lniess work is commenced 
on the railway mentioned in sub-sec- 
tions (a) and (b) of section S hereof with- 
in fifteen months from the 8th day of 
May, 1807, and on those mentioned in 
sub-sections (c) and (d) of said section 
8 within two years from the 8th day of 
May, ISO", and on each section of the 
railway mentioned in sub-section (e) of 
said section 8 by the 1st day of June, 



EUROPEAN INTERVENTION. 

Russia and Germany Take Lively In- 
terest in the Future of the 
Philippines.

prises," adding: "In entering European 
politics the United States will probably 
discover that these simple ideas of doing 
what you will with your own' have be- 
come obsolete in Europe. The first symp- 
toms are likely to be marked by nil nnti- 
Americnn pressure which, if Great Bri- 
tain could be counted to join, it would 

peoihiy lead to intervention on behalf

18S)S, and is duly and diligently prose- 
cuted to the satisfaction of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council, all right and 
claim to the aforesaid subsidy granted 
by this act shall be cancelled and for- 
feited. 

"(2j That construction on the railway 
mentioned in sub-secliou of said sec- 
tion S be begin and carried on from Pen- 
ticton:

BRITISH CUBAN INTERESTS. 

Trouble Reported to Have Caused Blood- 
shed and Warships Leave for the 
Scene. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May I.— Trouble 
of (lie most serious nature is injuring the 
British interests at: Santiago de Cuba. 
The British cruiser Pearl is now there 
and in twenty-four hours the British 
cruiser Pallas and the British sloop Alert 
probably will join her. The Alert, it now 
appears, was accompanied to Santiago de 
Cuba by the Pearl and was sent hack 
with dispatches regarded by the British 
consul as being too important to trust to 
the censored cable. These dispatches 
were cabled to London by the colonial 
authorities here. The Alert will return to 
Santiago de Cuba with the Pallas, now 
:it Port: Antonio. The colonial authori- 
ties are reticent as to the contents of the 
dispatches and the reasons for (he move- 
ments of the warships, but the storv 
tedd the Associated Press correspondent 
at the Jamaica club was that the Brit- 
ish consul. Mr. Romano, lias been at- 
tacked in the consulate by a mob. where- 
upon he fired upon the crowd, killing a 
Spaniard, and has been imprisoned. 
These statements, however, are not veri- 
fied, Mr. Romano is partner in the 
firm of Brooks Bros., and is regarded as 
a man of vigorous and even violent 
character. 

Later in the day it was reported that 
the trouble at Santiago de Cuba had 
been settled. The British warship has 
arrived at Port Royal and though her 
officers are reticent, if i>; believed that 
the trouble is not so serious as reported 
at Hie .Jamaica club. The British ship 
Callus is still at Port Antonio.

Washington, May 4. — A sensation wits 
caused throughout the city by the news 
that came this morning of the arrival of 
a vessel supposed to bo the dispatch boat 
McCulloch at Mirs Bay, -10 miles from 
Hongkong, the cable terminus, but sub- 
sequent dispatches showed that the re- 
port was incorrect. Great' interest is 
felt over the reported return of the Span- 
ish Cape Verde Meet to Cadiz, but while- 
accepting the possibility of the Spanish 
flying squadron making the passage in 
the five days, it has been out from St. 
Vincent, the naval officers were disposed 
to regard with great suspicion news of 
this kind emanating from Portugal, be- 
cause of the recognized sympathy of tin; 
Portuguese with the Spanish side. It 
would be worth. a good deal to the Span- 
ish admiral commanding the Hying 
squadron, supposing he were on the way 
across the Atlantic to throw us off guard 
by having us believe that they had re- 
turned to Spain. 

The navy department hns now secured 
two vessels in Sun Francisco, the Aus- 
tralia and the City of Pckin, which will 
be loaded with coal and other supplier 
and rushed off to join Commodore Dew- 
ey's fleet. Whether or not they will 
carry troops will be determined possibly 
When the Commodore is heard from. 
THE SPANISH FLEET. 

New York, May 4.— The Spanish fleet 
which wns at the Cape Verde .islands, 
consisting of the ' Viscoya, Almirante, 
Oquondo, Christobnl, Colon, Almirw 
Teresa, ail lirst class cruisers, accom- 
panied by three torpedo boat destroyers, 
left St. Vincent, Cape Verde islands, on 
April 120, destination unknown. The dis- 
tance from C,iP° Verde islands to Cadia 
is about 700 miles. The Spanish squad- 
ron being five days out from St Vin- 
cent could have made Cadiz by this time, 
steaming at about 300 miles a day, or a 
little over 12 miles an hour. But the 
Lisbon despatch does not distinctly say 
that the squadron has reached Cadiz. 
It announees that the squadron "has re- 
turned to join the Spanish fleet near 
Cadiz." which may mean that the news 
comoB possibly from the Canary islands 
or from some source at Madrid. At 
Cadiz the Spaniards are understood to 
be fitting, out the battleship. Pelayo. and 
the first class cruisers Cardinal, Cis- 
neros, Emperor Onrlos, Guiseppi Gari- 
bndi and Alfoiisa XIII, besides the war- 
ships Nmnarcia, Vittoria, Destructor 
and several auxiliary cruisers, besides a 
number of torpedo and gunboats. 
TRANSPORT FOR PHILIPPINES. 

San Francisco, M;iy 4.— Much interest 
is being manifested in local shipping and 
commercial circles regarding the vessels 
available for the purpose of transport- 
ing troops from this coast to the Philip- 
pine islands. For several days past gov- 
ernment officials luive been quietly mak- 
ing inquiries and interviewing represen- 
tntives of the Pacific' Mail Co., ,T. D. 
Spreekles Bros. & Co., and other steam- 
ship companies with that end in view. 
While no definite action lias yet resulted, 
it is evident that negotiations are nl- 
reaily under way for the acquirement by 
the government of seine of the finest ves- 
sels sailing from this port. In addition', 
to the City of Pekin. which it is under- 
stood, has already been secured, the Aus- 
n alia, which ran for years between this 
city and Honolulu, is available, us he- 
lms been laid up for a month past. She- 
could easily be fitted up to accommodate 
at last 1,000 troops. The Mariposa, 
which arrived last night from Sydney, 
could also be turned over to the gov- 
ernment at short notice. The City of 
Sydney, now en route at Penuma, is due 
mi the ninth, and is regarded as one of: 
city of Honolulu, is available, us she 
carry at least 1.800 troops. Among others 
which could probably be utilized are the 
crack vesels of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company's fleet, the Queen, the 
Santa Rosa, the Senator and the Alaska 
Commercial- company's new ' St. Paul. 
There are plenty f colliers on the Coast 
which could be obtained at short notice. 
SPAIN'S INTERNAL TROUBLES. 

Madrid, May 4.— In a striking speech 
in parliament to-day, Romero Robledo, 
leader of the Weylerites, said Cuban 
autonomy was a farce and called on all 
classes of Spaniards to defend King and 
fatherland against Spain's internal 
enemy.

The reason 
assigned for the extension is the en- 
gineering strike, revision is made for 
calling at a port in Ireland.

The Yukon military contingent have 
all arrived here and are in camp on Car- 
ter Square.

BEACON HILL PARK. 

The City's "Breathing Ground" Again 
Looking Its Best— Vandalism 
Rampant. 



Beacon Hill park at the present time 
is tho centre of attraction for visitors, 
as well as the pride and admiration of 
the resident. It certainly is looking its 
best, so far as the greenness of trees 
and grass, and the utilization of the 
forces at command is concerned; and as 
a natural pleasure ground no reasonable 
fault can be found with it. Aid. John 
Hall, the devoted chairman of the man- 
aging municipal committee, is doing his 
utmost to keep the park up to the stan- 
dard of perfection attained last year, 
but regrets that he has been unable to 
obtain the necessary support from a 
majority of his brother aldermen to pro- 
vide funds sufficient for baud concerts 
during the summer season. 

The park policeman entered on his du 
ties this week, and has orders to sum 
mon all "scorchers" and fast drivers 
coming within his jurisdiction, speeding 
having become much too common of late 
to the great danger of inexperienced 
cyclists as well as of pedestrians. 

The oval flower bed, as well as other 
beds, have again been planted with high 
class geraniums, etc., by the pains-tak- 
ing park keeper, but no sooner have they 
been in the ground than vandalism start- 
ed in, a beautiful double-flowering ger- 
anium having been bodily dragged out 
and part of it found by the large lake 
minus tho flower. An equally beautiful 
double-blooming peach tree has been 
stripped of its flowers and its limbs shat- 
tered, while one of tho new drinking 
cups has vanished and the tup has been 
smashed. 

The swans are again laying, two hav- 
ing nine eggs each. 

The chairman. Aid Hall,' requests vis- 
itors to see to their dogs when strolling 
through the park as they do great dam- 
age, not only to flower beds, but also 
cause gi'eat turmoil among the water 
fowls. 



AN INJUNCTION GRANTED. 

Electric Railway Co. Restrained From 
Erecting Poles on Mr. Phair's 
Land. 

On application of Mr. A. L. Belyea, 
acting on behalf of Mr. James Phiar, of 
Coldstream. Mr. Justice Walkeni yester- 
granted an Injunction restraining 
the British Columbia Electric Railway 
company from erecting poles on and 
stringing wires over his property. The 
property in question is in dispute, be- 
ing now occupied by the E. & N. Rail- 
way company.

The British Columbia Electric com- 
pany are erecting an extensive plant at 
Coldstream for the generation of elec- 
tricity for their street railway and light- 
ing enterprises in the city and they in- 
tend to bring the power to the city by 
wire. Not wishing to cut a right of way 
through the woods they entered into an 
arrangement to erect the poles alongside 
the E. & N. track as far as Langford 
station, there taking to the wagon road.

The Presbyterian Synod of British Co- 
lumbia convened in St. Andrew's church 
here last evening, when Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell, Ph. D., the retiring moderator, de- 
livered the opening sermon. The present 
is the seventh meeting of the Synod 
since its formation in 1S02, by order of 
tho General Assembly, and the second 
time it has hold its annual gathering 
in Victoria. It met here before in 1803 
when as many will remember much of 
its time was taken up with what was 
known as tho Macleod case. Happily 
there are no similar cases to consume 
the time of this deliberative body at the 
present, sessions, its attention and energy 
being given instead to the discussion of 
ways and means for the prosecution of 
the work of the church. 

After the customary devotional exer- 
cises last evening, Rev. Dr. Campbell 
announced as his text "Tho Laying on 
of Hands." He said that this text sug- 
gested the form and polity of the Pres- 
byterian church, and spoke of the Con- 
fession of Faith and Shorter Catechism 
as the best compendium, of church doc- 
trine and polity. 

On the conclusion of the sermon, the 
moderator constituted the Synod with 
prayer and called upon the clerk to read 
the Synod roll, the following responding:

On Board Fagship Brooklyn, oil Fort 
Monroe, Va„ May 4.— It is the general 
xpectation that the flying squadron will 
go to sea within twenty-four hours or 
as soon as the cruiser Now Orleans ar- 
ives here. Commodore Schley has been 
notified that the cruiser Columbia has 
been detached from the squadron and the 
New Orleans will take her place. So 
ar as fighting ability is concerned the 
New Orleans is superior to the Colum 
bin, being more heavily armed and with- 
out so much freeboard and upper works 
rve as a target. The Minneapolis 
has not yet been otlicially detached and 
may yet be in the squadron. The squad- 
ron is now accompanied by a first class 
tug boat to be used for dispatch and 
water purposes. 

Washington, May 4.— Representative 
Newlands, of Nevada, has introduced a 
joint resolution for the annexation of 
Hawaii. It provides for the confirma- 
tion of the cessation by the Hawaiian 
republic of all rights of sovereignty over 
the islands and their dependencies and 
the transfer to the United States of all 
public property and rights and appurten- 
ances; assumes the Hawaiian public debt 
not to exceed $4,000,000, prohibits fur- 
ther immigration of Chinese; appoints 
live eoinmisioners, at least two of whom 
shall be residents of Hawaii, and recom- 
mends necessary legislation. The reso- 
lution declares thai, the islands .and their 
dependencies "hereby annexed as a part 
of the territory of tin.' United States, and 
subject to their sovereignty and domin- 
ion" pending legislation extending our 
customs laws the existing customs regu- 
lations o£ the islands to remain un- 
changed. 

DISCUSSING A SURRENDER. 
London, May 4.— The Spanish corre- 
spondent of the Mail says: Those who 
are best informed on the government's 
view allege that if the Spanish anus suf- 
fer another reverse like that at Cavite, 
the government would informally request 
the great powers to lend their services 
to arrange the best possible terms of 
peace. Many Liberals consider that 
Spain, having maintained her honor and 
justified her chivalry, can now afford 
to yield to superior force, but it is doubt- 
ful' if the public would approve of this 
line of action. I am assured that the 
government would he contented to cede 
Cuba to the United States, hut. would 
not pay indemnity because unable. Well 
informed politicians regard the war as 
practically terminated and towards the 
end of May it will have become history. 
What will follow, however, it is difficult 
to foresee. All the elements of a long 
civil war in Spain are unfortunately be- 
coming visible. The government and tin 
Liberal party are popularly hated as be 
iug responsible for the war. The Re- 
publicans possess no durable chances of 
success. The Conservatives and Car 
list.s are the real authorities of tho 
future, and some Conservative groups 
are gravitating towards Carllsm. The 
economic question; however, will come 
to the front for the hungry cannot wait.

• 4 8«riea or Exciting: Incident! That Were 
Mot on the Bill. 

Several tmrelio;used and highly excit- 
ing incidents occurred at the. initiul 
production of "The Prairie King" at 
the Lycourn theater, Sydney. The play 
is ono of tho wild west order and is full 
of sensationalism, which the innnage- 
mont sought to make more iutouso by 
the introduction- of a "real" water 
scene and a collapsible bridge effect. A 
mischance began just before the last 
boat of tho drum in tho overture, when 
a canvas tank, which fills so many func- 
tions during tho performance, burst and 
tho water escaping into tho magazine 
below tho stago tho inauagoment had to 
lend an apologist to cravo tho indul- 
gence of tho audience while repairs wero 
being effectod. 

Tho performance crawled along some- 
what sadly, ns if tho escaping water had 
washod tho heart out of tho actors, un- 
til it was known that the tank had been 
refilled. Each member of tbo company 
thou played up to the groat abduction 
scene in the second act. Tho part of tho 
heroino was filled by Miss Maud Wil- 
liamson. Her final escapo was to havo 
boon made across the unlucky tank, and 
up to this point all seemed to bo going 
off admirably. An Indian warwhoop 
rang through tho theater, and tho hero- 
ino was dragged shrioking across the 
stago, and finally flitted breathlessly 
into a canoo moored to the side of tho 
tank. Then camo a mighty splash, tho 
canoo having cupsized. Miss William- 
son fell head over heels into the tank. 

The audienco was appreciative of tho 
realism of tho situation, for it did 
not know that Miss Williamson had 
been caught in tho canoo and was in 
roost imminent risk of being drowned. 
Some of tho performers kept tho play 
going, bnt Mr. King Hedley and some 
stago hands gropod anxiously and un- 
successfully for tho leading lady. Then 
the curtain was rapidly rung down, and 
a liroman and a stago hand plunged in 
to the rescue of the distressed heroino 
in real earnest. 

Exactly how long she was submerged 
cannot bo said, but when pulled out 
from beneath tho canoe she was uncon- 
scious. Though tho shock was consider- 
able Miss Williamson insisted upon re- 
appearing, and the audience, which had 
by this time become acquainted with 
her mishap, received her with rapturous 
cheering. 

Then there followed a hitch in the 
bridgo scene through Mr. King Hed- 
ley's alleged mustang refusing to face 
tho risk of plumping down into the 
tank. Tho star, however, seized tho un- 
tried horso and forced him at tho bridge, 
which collapsed exactly at tho right 
moment and let him down witli a huge 
splash into tho tank. The play was 
thus converted by sheer courapo aud 
quick wittedncss from a threatened fail- 
tire into a huge success. — Melbourne 
Argus. 

Nitpoleon at Elha. 
Notwithstanding his apparent affabil- 
ity toward tho Elbans, intended, we 
must believe, rather to mislead out- 
siders than tho people themselves, Na 
poleou was not popular in tho island. 
Being in continual want of money, ho 
was obliged to tax the people beyond 
thoir resources, aud they naturally saw 
clearly that, whatever ho might say 
and however condescending he might 
show himself, the. money ho drew from 
them was by no manner of means ap- 
plied to the improvement of their posi- 
tion.

Bofore matters reached a veritable 
climax, however, Napoleon had played 
ont his part and had left tho island in 
which ho had lauded with so many lino 
promises. He had shown himwlf a 
clover actor, a skillful intriguer to the 
outsido world of European diplomacy; 
debauched, tyrannical and exacting to 
tho inner Eiban world, into which for- 
eign diplomats could pry with difficulty. 
In his vices, in bis astuteness, in his 
ambition, Napoleon, as bo revealed 
Himself in tho island of Elba, moves 
backward through history aud takes his 
placo beside the Borgia, tho Orsini, tho 
Medici of tho fifteenth and uixteenth 
centuries. — Gccd Words.

This gives timo to bundle off any of thoir 
womenkind who imiy bo about, prepara- 
tory to tho admission of a stranger. It is 
curious also to notice that in spite of tho 
roal affection existing between father and 
son, tho senso of respect dominates all oth- 
er feelings, and tho sons will never sit ut 
meat with their father in tho presence of a 
guest, but will wait upon both until tho 
father, rising, allows them the opportunity 
of breaking broad with thoir visitor.

THE LOAN ACT. 

The new loan net, or as it will doubt- 
less be popularly called, the Railway 
Subsidy Act of 1S!)8, is n measure oC 
great interest and importance. It pro- 
vides for n loan of #5,000,000; but half 
of litis amount was already authorized 
by the legislature, so that the contem- 
plated increase to the public debt orot- 
und above that already provided for is 
.$2, 500,000. Last year the house author- 
ized a loan of $2,500,009, out of which 
the proposed railways from English 
Bluff to Boundary Creek via Peuticton, 
and from Bute Inlet to Quesncllc were 
to he subsidized. The present act, which 
is in amendment of that of last year, 
continues these subsidies and adds to 
them $4,000 a mile for a railway from 
Boundary Creek to Roboou, eighty miles, 
and a like amount for a railway from 
.the Coast of British Columbia to Teslin 
Lake, four hundred miles. Tabulated 
the mileage provided for is as follows: 
Miles. 

Penticton to Boundary 100 

Robson to Boundary SO 

English Bluff to Penticton 2:10 

Bute Inlet to Quesnelle 2;!0 

Coast to Teslin 100 

Total 1,010 

This at $4,000 a mile will cull for 
$4,100,000. The remainder of the con- 
templated loan will be subject: to the 
control of the house. 

Nothing need be added to what has 
already been said in favor of the Const- 
Tcslin railway, and the desirability of 
providing for the extension of the road 
from Boundary to Houston is univer- 
sally admitted. 

It will be observed that the Coilst- 
Teslin road may bo of narrow gauge. 
To some the giving of the same subsidy 
for n narrow as for a broad giaiRe line 
may call for explanation. We may re-' 
mind Colonist renders that we showed 
the other day how a subsidy of #4,000 
tl mile for a road in the northern pari 
of the province is less than - $1,000 a 
mile for a road in connection with ex- 
isting railways, because of the high 
freight charges to bo mot. As ii matter 
of fact $4,000 for the piece of road be- 
tween Glenora and Teslin Lake is little, 
if anything, more than the freight 
charges from Victoria or Vancouver 
north on material to be used in connec- 
tion with the line. But it is also to be 
noted that this railway is to lie im- 
mediately subject to taxation, which is 
a consideration of much importance. 

Moreover, in making a contract for 
the construction of this railway it is 
the intention of the government to 
■ stipulate that the company undertaking 
it shall construct, a wagon road from 
•Glenora to Teslin Lake 'within three 
months, and also that the company 
shall pay the government four per cent, 
of the gross earnings of the railway. 
In other words, if the railway does a 
business of $1,000,000 a year the contri- 
bution to the province will provide for 
the interest and sinking fund of the pro- 
posed subsidy. 

We think the plan an exceptionally 
good one, and as the government would 
hardly have decided to submit such an 
arrangement to the house unless sure 
/.hat capitalists stood ready to carry it 
out, we think we may congratulate the 
province upon the protective early con- 
summation of a most: excellent bargain. 

The whole act shows an appreciation 
of the necessities of the province and is 
a courageous effort to meet them. The 
effort will be successful, if Uie measure 
passes the lioiwe, as we feel sure it will, 
in inaugurating immediately a period of 
active railway construction. The provis- 
ion for the line to the Yukon will meet 
Willi hearty approval all over the Do- 
minion. British Columbia is about to 
show herself equal to the task of pro- 
tecting her own interests, and doing it. 
in a manner that will reduce the bur- 
den on the taxpayers to ii minimum. 

THE STUDY OF GEOGRAPHY. 

Great Britain has possessions in every 
comer of the world; yet if is said that 
ia no civilized country is geography 
given so little attention in the schools. 
AVc arc disposed to think (his must be 
true, judging from the phenomenal ex- 
hibitions of ignorance of simple geogra- 
phical facts shown by educated people 
in the Mother Country. Indeed, one' 
may ' say that the last thing that, the 
majority of the people anywhere learn is 
general geography, and that most people 
never got anything more than a hazy 
idea of it. Yet it is a study replete with 
interest and of great value, the opinion 
of some English educators to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. The intelligent 
study of geography has a broadening ef- 
fect upon the mind. It takes 11 good 
deal of the natural provincialism out of 
a youth, by sh swing him that the part of 
the world, iibotit which he knows very 
little or nothing at all, is by far the 
greater- pari. The intense provincialism 
of the people of the United Slates is due 
to the fact that the schools teach 's carce- ' 
ly anything about the geography of 



countries except their own, This is 
taught with much minuteness of detail. 
It is a common thing to find a graduate 
of the common schools of the United 
States, who can draw at: a moment's 
notice tl fairly correct map of any state 
of the Union and mark the situation of 
tlie chief cities. How many pupils of 
the schools of Victoria could draw from 
a memory correct maps of the provinces 
of Canada V Yet we do not think thut 
geography is slighted in our schools. The 
result of the close study of United States 
geography has developed the opinion 
among the younger people of that coun- 
try that nearly all the world worth talk- 
ing about is within' its borders. We re- 
call the ease of a graduate of a college 
and an experienced newspaper man who 
was utterly amazed to learn acciden- 
tally that the area of Canada was great- 
er than that ot the United States. The 
relations of Canada with the rest of the 
world are broadening all the time. It 
is desirable, therefore, that the children 
of our schools should be taught much 
about other countries, until they become 
reasonably familiar with all the salient 
facts regarding them. 

A knowledge of geography adds great- 
ly to the interest with which the news 
of the day is read. By it one gets into 
the habit of localizing events, which are 
then understood in the light cast upon 
them by the character and surroundings 
of the country in which they occur. 

With the study of geography there 
ought to go the study of the outlines of 
general ' history. When the two are 
taken together it is surprising how much 
interest each leads to the other. We 
do not think a school curriculum com- 
plete which does not give its graduates 
the outlines of the history of every prin- 
cipal country in the world. It would be 
an error to try to cover too much ground 
in this work, and it is very question- 
able if text books should be used for the 
purpose. Weekly lectures by teachers 
to the school, of an hour's duration, are 
an excellent means of covering the 
Held. This would require the teacher 
to read up and make preparation, but 
the effect beyond the tone of the school 
has always been found good wherever 
it has been tried. 



A COLLAPSED OPPOSITION. 

The session is nearing its end. It has 
been a long one, long enough necessarily 
and rendered longer by the obstructive 
tactics of the opposition. But its length 
has one good feature. Wo were told that 
that it was the intention of the govern- 
ment to rush through supply early and 
prorogue the house, so ns not to give the 
opposition an opportunity to ventilate the 
terrible grievances, which their newspap- 
er supporters claim exist. We think 
every one will admit that there lias been 
time enough to put in a half dozen sys- 
tems of ventilation, if there was any- 
thing to ventilate. If there are griev- 
ances, there has been ample opportunity 
to set them forth. If any one of the 
things, persistently alleged in genera! 
terms against the government during the 
recess, has the least foundation in fact, 
the long session lias afforded every fa- 
cility to show it up. The opposition 
have siient long nnd dreary hours in 
what they are pleased to call debate; 
they have tilled the order paper full of 
notices of motion, and questions to the 
ministers; they have had quires of re- 
turns brought down; but the first member 
has yet to rise in his place in the bouse 
and say, much less specifically charge, 
that the government has been guilty of 
liny wrong, There lias been a lot ol 
vague talk in the- house, just as there 
has been in the press, but of specific alle- 
gations of wrong-doing, that is of alle- 
gations which could he challenged and 
for nr against which proof could be giv- 
en, so thai tirst the house and after the 
Imuse the country could pronounce a ver- 
dict, there has been an absolute lack. 

The position taken by the opposition 
press has been and is that the govern- 
ment is: 

Sectional, 

Negligent, 

I ucoiiipeteiit, 

Corropf, 

Given to the prostitution of public in- 
terests to private ends. 

These are serious charges. If any ef 
them is true the government ought to 
lu- driven out of ofllcc, If they are all 
true, the members of the government 
ought to be driven out of public life. 
Whether I hey are true or untrue is not 
a matter of opinion. Il is a matter of 
fact. It can bo proved just as any other 
fact: can be proved. The means of ob- 
taining proof, if any evidence is in exist- 
ence, are at the disposal of every mem- 
ber of the legislature. There is not an 
administrative act, which any gentle- 
man on cither side of the house may not 
fully and freely investigate, if he is pre- 
pared to sluto to the house thai ho thinks 
be can prove that any wrong is conceal- 
ed in it. Except the very few incomplete! 
negotiations which the government may 
have in hand, there is bo! a single ques- 
tion of policy or administration, which 
every member ol' the house may nol lay 
bare for the information of the public. 

If the government is sectional, why has 
no member risen in his place in the 
bouse and adduced proof of the fact? 
What the government has done is pub- 
lic property. If any member chooses to 
think its policy is sectional, he is pre- 
sumed to have some fact or facts in mind 
which are the basis of such a belief, We 
nslc the public if they will accept the 
opinion of an opposition member on such 
a point, when that member has hud three 
months of opportunity to show that bin 
belief has any foundation. 

If the government has been negligent, 
it surely ought to be possible to name 
some specific cases of neglect. Have any 
been named? If so what are they, when 
were they named and by whom? 

If the government is incompetent, sure- 
ly it ought to be an easy matter to point 
out something which it has done im- 
properly or has wholly omitted to do. 
One swallow does not make a summer 
and one unwise act would not stamp a 



government ns incompetent, unless it was 
in regard to a mutter of supreme import- 
ance. But we have not heard even of 
a single act of this nature. If the op- 
position speeches delivered during the 
'present session could he strung out 111 a 
line they would encircle the province 
with a wishy-washy Hood of captious 
chatter, but it they were boiled down to 
bet at the residuum of fact, there would 
be nothing left. Everything would evap- 
orate. What looks like sugar is only 
scum, to borrow a simile from the sugar 
mnple orchards. 

If the government is corrupt, it must 
have committed some corrupt act. Cor- 
tuption implies some actual wrong done, 
some dishonest use made of public mon- 
ey, public patronage or official position. 
A corrupt public man is the most dan- 
gerous of all men. He is unworthy of 
even a shred of confidence. No one is 
infallible, so that every minister of the 
Crown "will make some mistakes. Pew- 
men are quite as prompt in attending to 
public affairs as others think they ought 
to be. Sectional feelings influence us nil 
to some extent and it is no great crime 
to be influenced by them; that is a irfan 
may be honest and yet be sectional. But 
corruption implies actual personal dis- 
honor. There is no such thing as politi- 
cal corruption distinct from personal dis- 
honesty, nnd before one political parly 
ehurges it against another, it ought to be 
prepared to adduce fads which will sup- 
port the allegation. Have any charges 
of corruption been preferred in the legis- 
lature? None have been. Have any 
corrupt acts been suggested?- The an- 
swer is: No. Has any narative of events 
been laid before the house from which 
even by forced reasoning the possibility 
of corruption could be inferred? Every 
honest man must admit that nothing of 
the sort has been brought to the attention 
of the house, and so we say that the 
province ought to have heard the lust 
of these freely made charges of cor- 
tuptton. — 
There remains the fifth ground of at- 
tack, namely that of prostituting public 
interests to personal ends. This is a 
species of political wrong-doing, which 
may be as mischievous as actual cor- 
rupt dealing, but does not imply as dis- 
honorable motives. It may even be done 
with good motives. It is a misuse ot 
power to which good men often succumb. 
With some knowledge of how political 
influence is employed in other parts of 
the world than British Columbia, we say 
that the ministry of this province is 
singularly clear from anything of this 
nature. During the last ten years tin' 
( pportunities for personal aggraudiz- 
mcnt at the public expense have been 
many in this province: but no case can 
be cited where ministers or their friend 
have profited by them. It is, however, 
110 pari of our duty to prove a negative. 
The point we wish to make is that the 
opposition have utterly failed, not only 
to make out an affirmative case on this 
pbint, but even, when face to face with 
the ministers, to suggest remotely that 
the foundation for such a case exists. 
Behind the backs of the ministers they 
have been very brave. They would hav 
had the people believe that all the pow 
eis of the ministry are regularly pros- 
tituted in order that certain political 
friends and even the ministers them 
stives may he benefited. In the house 
when the ministers are at hand to meet 
each and every charge and demand 
proof, when the accused stand ready to 
demand that specific allegations shall 
lake the place of cowardly innuendo, 
the opposition are dumb, and by their si- 
lence stand convicted before the public 
id' having trusted to base slander as . 
means of discrediting their opponents. 

In view of what has been above B0 
forth, VVC feel that the country will ben 
us out in saying that the opposition bus 

collapsed. We have not referred lo theii' 
total failure to suggest an affirmative 
policy. They have chosen to rest theii 
case upon assaults upon the govern- 
ment on the lines above indicated. Wi 
have shown how iguoniiniously they hnv< 
failed. No defence of the administration 
is necessary. The opposition must, be 
non-suited in the court of public 
opinion. 

There has not been in recent years, nor 
ever, so fur as we know, anything like 
the attitude taken by the people of Great 
Britain towards the United States dur- 
ing the lust few months. There have 
been no mawkish expressions of affec- 
tion, no beslobbering of the American 
people with praise. Indeed, a fair share 
of criticism lias been in evidence, and 
some of it lias been pretty sharp. But 
with it all there has been an unmis- 
takeable notice lo the world that if any 
nation or combination of nations under- 
takes to coerce the United States, the 
mighty arm of the British Empire will 
be interposed. So marked is this that 
il. is no exaggeration to say that Brother 
Jonathan has tried bis first venture in 
the broad Meld of world.-polit ics under 
the patronage of John Bull. John has 
said in substance: Jonathan, my hoy, 
you are doing your uncle's business in 
your own way. You did not. make a 
very tidy job of it until the lighting be- 
gan; but yon are young yet and must 
be allowed to do tilings in your own 
fashion. I do not. intend td help you 
in the slightest degree, for you are quite 
big enough for the job you have under- 
taken; but. you may be glad lo know, 
nnd incidentally it. may be well for other 
people to learn, that if any one Inter- 
feres with you, I'll take a hand in the 
game. So get in and do your duty lo 
mankind, Jonathan; and if when you 
are done, yon 'want a little patch of 
ground somewhere to reward you for 
your venture, after the Cushion of your 
estimable • unrie, why take it. This is 
British neutrality. 
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they will render the reduction of the 
Bosshind ores less expensive and thus 
add to their value. It is singular how 
the interests of mining communities are 
interwoven. It was the identity of in- 
terest between Rosslnnd and East Yale 
that led the government to combine the 
two districts into one constituency. 



Speaking of tin- so-called "cheap 
money" bill, the Winnipeg News-Bulle- 
tin says: '-An example of advanced 
legislation, that gives promise of serving 
1 useful purpose, conies from British Co- 
lumbia, a province that in government, 
is in other things, is displaying great 
intelligence and enterprise and showing 
the way to the lest of the Dominion." 
This ! s well said, and we think the com- 
pliment is well deserved. The reputa- 
tion of British Columbia has advanced 
with leaps and bounds recently. In no 
way has this been more noticeable than 
in the reputation of the local govern- 
ment. A year or so ago, owing to 
shameful misrepresentations sent out of 
the province by certain dirty birds, who 
thought it a monstrously clover thing to 
befoul their own nests, an impression 
was created in influential quarters in the 
East far from complimentary to Hon. 
Mr. Turner and his associates. This 
has been wholly removed and the provin 
cial ministry is recognized throughout 
Canada as handling with ability prob 
leius of exceptional dilliculty. 

The News-Advertiser talks about the 
government's "mechanical majority." 
That is a strange expression from an op 
position paper. Wo suppose if there 
ever was such a thing as a "mechani- 
cal" political combination, it is the op 
position in the present legislature. This 
is shown in a remarkable manner in the 
discussions of bills in committee. It ii- 
no uncommon thing to find the support- 
ers of the government differing upon 
details; but the opposition vote "en 
bloc" always. There is no possible pro 
position from a question of Imperial 
policy down to the phraseology of some 
sentence upon the intention of which 
the whole h uisc is agreed, that (he op- 
position does not vote on as one man, 

The Slocnii City News thinks that: if 
the opposition had some sort of a policy 
the province might recognize them as 
entitled to some consideration; but as 
they, cannot, even agree upon a leader 
they must be a poor lot. The News says 
that they have shown that they have 
no confidence in themselves, and this 
being the case the voters will doubtless 
take occasion to record no confidence in 
them at the election.

Bill to Aid Railways Read a First

The Redistribution bill passed through 
the committee stage after the amend- 
ments of the Attorney-General had been 
carried, giving West Kootenay four 
members instead of three. The Railway 
Aid bill was introduced during the after- 
noon and was read a first time. 

The house was opened witli prayers 
by Rev. Mr. Swinerton. 

Mr. Kidd moved for an order of the 
bouse giving a statement of the authority 
by which royalty is collected on cord- 
wood cut on land acquired previous to 
the year. lS'JO. 

Mr. Speaker pointed out that this wr.s 
apparently a mixture of a resolution 
and a question and that if Mr. Kidd 
wished to get the information it would 
appear better to ask a question. In this 
present form the resolution might be Out 
of order though he would give a decision 
without further considering the mat- 
ter. 

-Air. Kidd withdrew the resolution and 
said he would give notice of a question 
instead. 

QUESTIONS ANSWER E D . 

In answer to Mr. Higgins Hon. Mr. 
Turner stated that the amount due the 
Bank of British Columbia on February 
L'!S last was $225,240.69; on March 31, 
f2C0.570.06; on April 30, ?287,4S5. Cash 
on hand at the treasury and in tin.' bands 
of agents on February 28, was $38,- 
231.10; on March 111, $41,250.81; and on 
Apriil ■'!(), there was in the treasury 
(ngents' returns not in) $5,088. 

Mr. Higgins asked how the sums ap- 
pearing in the public accounts on depos- 
its intestate estates depositors' 
suitors' fund and Nakusp & Slocan 
earnings of road) had been invested and 
what was the interest therefrom?

The amendment proposed 
the other day by Mr. Mnepherson to 
prevent the city police magistrate from 
practising in the civil courts was lust 
ml the bill was reported complete with 
amendments,

clause prohibiting the employment of 
Chinese and Japanese workers was put 
The committee reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 
The house went into committee of the 
whole on the Redistribution bill, Mr. 
.Met Iregor in the chair. 

Dr. Walkem said in reference to the 
intendments of which he bad given no- 
tice, said that he had put them on the 
order paper at the request of the Van- 
couver people. However, since he found 
that a large number of people in that 
were averse to having the city di- 
vided into ridings be had decided to 
withdraw bis amendments, as lie did 
not wish to try and force anything on u 
ity repugnant to the people. Some of 
the speakers at a public meeting at Van- 
couver had taken occasion to lake a fling 
at the government on account of those 
amendments and saying he was acting 
s a Clltspaw. lie denied this entirely. 
The amendments *'ere withdrawn. " 
In moving that: the bill should he 
mended to make the number of repre- 
sentatives MS instead of 157, Hon. Mr. 
Eberts explained that this was because 
of the decision 'to give West Kootenay a 
fourth member. The government were 
leslrous to do the right thing to all parts 
d' the province and after taking into 
onsideration the representation of 
boards of trade and of delegations on 
the subject: (he government had decided 
a make the change proposed in bis aai- 
ndments. 

Mr. Seinlin claimed that the govern- 
ment were compelled by public' opinion 
change the bill. 

lion. Mr. Eberts: "No, not. compelled," 
lion. Col Baker said that Mr. Sein- 
lin was so snturatd with partyism that 
he could not. see that, the government 
were acting for the good of the country 
and were not compelled by anything but 
a sense of justice. . 

Mr. Kennedy wanted to see one of the 
Ctissiar members taken away and in- 



stead of increasing the number of mem- 
bers to .'IS to give the extra Cassiar mem- 
ber to Kootenay. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts then moved that sec- 
tion 2 he amended so as to make the 
number of members MS instead of 37. 
The amendment was carried. 
Mr. Graham wanted section 4 recon 
sidered so as to introduce an amendment 
to leave the three divisions of Yale as at 
present and give East Yale two members 
instead of one. 

Mr. Cotton spoke in favor of the am 
ondment and objected to the Boundary 
Creek country being joined to the Ross 
land district. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts said Unit Mr. Cotton 
knew very well that the Rossland and 
Grand Forks districts bad interests ii 
common, being both copper districts 
Talcing the situation of these districts 
into consideration it could be seen that 
Uossland and Grand Forks were more 
in touch than Grand Forks and Vernon. 
It would be found too that when th 
railway connecting Boundary and Ross- 
land was built— and there was every re: 
son to believe that in another eigbtei 
months the road would be built— the di 
trict would be still further united. 

Mr. Cotton claimed that an injustice 
was being done in tin- proposed division. 
East Yale would be swamped. 

Hon. Mr. Turner did not think Mr 
Cotton knew much about the district id 
which he spoke or he would know that 
Boundary was naturally connected 
Uossland. It was quite evident Mr. Cot- 
ton was going into heroics over ti coun 
try that he knew nothing about. 

Mr. Semlin objected to the joining of 
the Boundary and Rossland districts. 

Mr. Graham followed in the sunn 
strain and thought that, the bill ought t( 
be reconsidered in more ways than one. 

Hon. Col. Baker pointed out that tin 
government bod had strong reprosentn 
tions to join the mining part of East 
Yale with the Rossland country. Their 
interests were identical and it was in 
consideration of this ami in the best 
interests of the country that the Ross- 
land riding was formed. 

The motion to reconsider section 4 was 
lost. 

In section 5 Hon. Mr. Eberts moved 
the amendment to give West Kootenay 
four ridings instead of three. The text 
of the ameitdment was published in the 
Colonist yesterday. 

This amendment was carried and the 
bill was reported complete with amend- 
ments. 

CARIBOO-OMINECA BILL. 
The bouse went into committee of the 
whole on the Cariboo-Oniineca Charter- 
ed Company bill. Mr. Huff in the chair. 

The usual Chinese clause was inserted 
in the bill. 

The committee rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

THE RAILWAY HILL. 
Hon. Mr. Turner presented a message 
from the Lieutenant-Governor transmit- 
ting to the bouse a bill to amend the 
Public Works Loan act, 1807 

The message was consedered in com- 
mittee. Mr. Hunter in the chair. 

Mr. Seinlin objected that the hill was 
brought in too late in the session. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied that it was 
impossible to hove brought the bill in 
sooner as the matter bad been in pro- 
gress for the past two mouths and was 
only now completed. It would have 
been absurd for the house to have ad- 
journed without the bill being brought 
in when the whole country was looking 
out for it. 

The committee rose and reported and 
the bill was read a first time. 

LOG SCALING. 
The committee on log scaling reported 
as follows: 

"Your committee have held two meet- 
ings, at which the question of log-scaling 
was discussed with a delegation of log- 
gers and Mr. R. H. Alexander, of the 
Hastings Saw Mill company. We find 
that the British Columbia scale is in use 
in this province, but not in the manner 
contemplated in tin? adoption of the 
scale. We would respectfully recom- 
mend that the act of 1894 be enforced— 
that the scaling of all logs by a govern- 
ment scale he made compulsory. That 
some means be devised by which logs 
may be classified by the scaler, as well as 
numbered, so us to keep track of the 
quantity contained in each log. We think, 
also, that some more efficient check 
should be put on the distinction between 
dutiable and non-dutiable logs, and with 
that object in view we would recommend 
that the government should supply the 
masters of all tugs engaged in towing 
logs with blank forms, to be filled in in 
duplicate on every tow, with the follow- 
ing information: — The amount, or ap- 
proximate amount, in the boom; the li- 
cense, lease or other description of pro- 
perty on which the logs were cut; the 
inline of the logger; the inline of the 
tug and the master thereof; the day 
and dale. A copy (in the form specified) 
of ibis information to lie given to th\ 
timber inspector, and another copy to 
the mill authorities where the boom is 
delivered. We are confidently or the 
opinion that if a fair trial is given to 
the foregoing suggestions, that it will 
result in an increased revenue to the gov- 
ernment and a more satisfactory busi- 
ness understanding between the loggers 
and millmen." 
The house then took recess.

Hon. Ah 1 . Elicits moved the second 
rending of the 1 > i 1 1 to ncceler&lc the in- 
corporation of the town of Revelstdke.

ll< Dr. YVnl'kem in answer to Mr. Ken- 
nedy's objection that it was desirable 
to hear from the medical men their views 
on the bill, said that this bill had been 
under consideration tor a long tune had; 
cal men. It. was for the purpose or raisins 
men. It was for the purpose of raising 
the standard necessary for a medical 
practitioner that it might equal the 
standard of other parts of the country. 
The bill was almost up to the standard 
Of Ontario and Ontario had a standard 
that was second to none and was lusher 
than in some parts of the Old Country. 
The time for attending the college had 
been raised from two and a half to four 
years and while the bill did not con- 
template harshness it would bring about 
n standard that would leave no doubt as 
to the qualifications of any medical prac- 
titioner in the province. The bill among 
other things gave power to remove from 
the register any practitioner who acted 
improperly, such removal to be subject 
to an appeal to a judge of the Supreme 

C °Mr.' Higgins was of the opinion that 
h't this late period of the session the bill 
might very well be laid over till next 
session. Unless there wa» some emerg- 
ency shown he did not see why the bill 
should be considered. 

Hon. Mr. Turner was inclined to agree 
with Mr. Higgins that it was a pity that 
the bill had not. come m sooner. He de- 
sired the members to know that this 
was not a government measure. 1 he bill 
was not quite correctly printed for the 
Attorney-General's name should not 
have appeared at the top of it 

Mr Sumllu raised the point that the 
bill should really he considered as a 
private hill. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that the bill was a 
public one in the hands of a private 
member. . .,,„,, 

Mr. Cotton questioned the right of a 
member of the government to bring m 
n bill as a private member. 

Hon. Coli Baker said that a member 
of the government had the same privil- 
eges as a private member. 

Mr. Helm. 'Ken supported the second 
reading of the hill. Every man in the 
province ought to he proud of the high 
standing of the medical profession in

The Sealer Mermaid Returns and 
Reports tlio Loss of Three 
Men. 



Review of the Shipping I'.usiness 
for Aiiffiist-V'ictoriiuis Trial 
Trip. 



With Bag nt half mast the schooner 
Mermaid returned from the coast sealing 
grounds yesterday afternoon minus three 
of her crew. The loss of these has nl- 
iendy been chronicled, the particulars in 
brief being that the men left the schoon- 
er to hunt for seals about fifteen miles 
southwest of Tilber point. The mute's 
boat and ten canoes went with them. 
Later on they got separated through the 
weather growing boisterous but all got 
back to the schooner by dark save the 
Traveller, the little craft in which the 
three men had sailed, The Mermaid 
soon after put into Half Moon hay and 
while there Cnpt, Anderson learned of 
the death of the Traveller's crew. They 
were Allan Shepnrd, hunter aged 2i; 
and it native of Ontario; Edwin Pike, 
hoatsteerer, aged 20 and a native of 
Newfoundland, and George Belius, bont- 
puller, aged 22 years and a native of 
Newfoundland. Apart from the losing 
of these men the Mermaid's erinse was 
uneventful and a catch of 217 skins 
shows that it was none too successful. 
The Zt'lhih May's catch was still smaller, 
being only 181. When a few days off 
the Cape nil old Indian hunter took sick 
mid died. His body was kept on hoard 
bv the Indian crew until their home port 
oil the West Const was reached, when it 
wits given the usual ceremonial burial. 
The catches reported by the just arrized 
sealers are as follows: Dora Sieward, 
500; C. D. Hand. 230; Ada. 190; Mary 
Kllon, 200; Doris, 100; and \ ictoriu,

AMERICAN LUMBER SUPPLY 



The Planting of Forests Likely to Be »i 
Important Industry. 

Looking not very for into the futnrs, 
it seems that the plnnting of American 
forests will become a productive indus- 
try. Preservation of old forests, with 
their masses of dry underbrush and firo 
inviting collections of dry .leaves, may 
bo advisable for some reasons. These 
immense masses of firewood undoubted- 
ly tend to collect snow, which, by its 
gradual melting, furnishes a supply to 
tho water resorvoirs beneath the surfaco 
of tho ground. Snow thaws less quickly 
under the shade of trees than in the 
bright sunlight. Less water, therefore, 
runs to supply floods and freshets than 
when tho snow is made to pass away 
gradually. But this question does not 
affect the solid timber interests. 

In old forests, whore there is a strug- 
gle for life among tho trees by reason 
of their growing so thickly together, 
tho result is tho necessity of waiting 
many years bt." jro the trees will reach 
a Bize to moto them desirable for tim- 
ber purposes. Where trees have room to 
grow and are properly cared for most 
kinds of American trees will furnish 
useful timber in 20 or 30 years, and for 
many other purposes thoy can bo em- 
ployed even younger. It takes well on 
to a century for the struggling trees in 
a deuso wood to havo any marketable 
value. 

While good timber is becoming grad- 
ually scarcer on account of our annual 
forest fires, rising from tho conditions 
already stated, the demand is increasing, 
and, what is more remarkable, Europe 
is already calling on America for a sup- 
ply of lumbor. American oak especially 
is in great demand in tho old world, 
while our black walnut is closoly fol- 
lowing in its wake. Our lighter woods 
also — such as tho tulip troo and poplar 
— aro coming into great demand there 
for packing boxes and cases whero light 
weight is a great object. Those who are 
interested in forestry in our country 
should take up tho matter of encourage- 
ment of forest planting. It will soon bo 
a greater question than forest preserva- 
tion. — Meehan's Monthly.

ANCIENT POLITICAL "RINGS." 



Olden Time Schemes For Obtaining Wealth 
uu<l I'oirer. 

Tho evil of monopolies nnd rings wan 
known to ancients, Aristotlo referring 
to thorn in his "Politics," and thou, ns 
now, it was found necessary to hold 
them in cheok by legislation. Tho mo- 
nopolist was in Eontan law called a 
dardanarius nnd punished under tho 
Lex Julia do Aunona. Monopolies of 
clothing, fish and all articles of food 
wero prohibited by tho Emperor Zeno 
under pain of confiscation and exile, so 
that it is cortain that tho "rings" of 
tho ancient days wero as mischievous as 
thoy aro now. At Athens a law lim- 
ited tho nmount of a corn a man might 
buy. The earliest rocordod iustanco wo 
havo was a corn "ring." 

There is an ancient tradition that tho 
king who mado Joseph his p»imo min- 
ister and committed into his hands tho 
entire administration of Egypt was 
Apepi. Apepi was one of tho shop- 
herd kings and ruled over the wholo of 
Egypt as Joseph's pharaoh seoms to 
havo dono. The prime ministor during 
6oven years of remarkablo plonty bought 
up every bushel of corn beyond the ab- 
solute needs of tho Egyptians and stored 
it. During the torriblo iumine that fol- 
lowed he was ablo to get his own prico 
nnd bartered corn successively for tho 
Egyptian money,, cattlo and land, and, 
taking one-fifth for pharaoh, mado him 
supremely wealthy. It was not merely 
a provident act, but a very politio one 
his policy being to centralize power in 
tho monarch's banda. --London An- 
swers, _

action. In their dally Intercourse with Che 
public they must make friends, and, with 
tho faithful performance of their duties 
they very properly look forward to ad 
vancomont In their chosen career. 

Tho silver salver, howovor, marks the 
porter. It is the bndgoof all his tribe. Jit 
may bo an educated man, as ambitious am: 
as intelligent as the bnggago agent or a'l 
the conductor, but ho must keep ills place, 
and that place is at tho bottom, and hi: 
color fixes it. IIo Is un American citizen, 
and theoretically ho enjoys innllcimbli 
rights, among which nro llborty and tin 
pursuit of happiness, but In his case libortj 
and tho pursuit of happlnoss havo their 
limits fixed rigidly by a sentiment — the 
sentiment of organized labor in the United 
States. Tho tray Is tho badge of deference 
Ho philosophically keeps himself In his 
placo and makes tho best of it. 



Tho Great Canals or the World. 

Tho Suoz canal Is about 100 miles in 
length and cost $1,000,000 per milo for its 
construction. Tho Corinth canal is 4 mile.- 
In length and cost completed, with its ap- 
proaches, $1,000,000 per milo. Tho pro 
posed Nicaragua canal will cost per mile, 
with its terminals and approaches, certain 
ly not loss and probably more than the 
sum named. The canals of Suez and 
Corinth are reul maritlmo canals, built 
without locks upon tho sea level. Tho one. 
that of Corinth, is situated in the temper 
ate zone, whoro the rainfall Is 37 or i(i 
inches por annum. Tho other, that of 
Suez, is located In a region without rain. 
Neithor of these is threatened In its course 
by streams liable to sudden and perilous 
floods, so common in the tropical region of 
Central America. These two great works 
afford no real parallel to tho Nicaragua 
project, either as to cost or feasibility. Tho 
ono work parallel to this undertaking is 
very near, very liko it, both In place and 
circumstance; it Is that of tho Panama 
canal across tho isthm us of Darlen. — Hon. 
David Turplo In Hnrpor's Magazine

The greatest edi- 
tors, liko the greotast generals, oro thoso 
who muko fewest blunders, but It is diffi- 
cult to understand how the shrewd liter- 
ary instinct of tho Blackwoods failod them 
In this Instance. Perhups affection for tho 
traditions of Mnga muds them slow to 
realize the change in popular taste. Chris- 
topher North had eiijoyod a tremendous 
vogue, but his fantastic nnd boisterous 
6tyle was beginning to lose favor with tho 
public. Nowadays fow people caro for tho 
"Nodes," except for their associations, 
and Thackeray has n thousand readers for 
every ono of tho great professor's. Tho 
reason for this Is suggostcd in ono of Mrs.

The other day the attention of the- 
legislutive assembly was called to the 
fact that there had appeared in the San 
Francisco papers sensational report 
vegetables being sold in Vancouver and 
New Westminster, which bad been pro- 
duced on the Darcey Island leper station. 
It was stated most circumstantially that 
these vegetables were sent across twk-o 
a week in an open boat. The object of 
the lepers in raising and selling these 
vegetables, it was alleged, was to pro- 
cure opium, money being of no use to 
them. As the result: of this, under in- 
structions of the Attorney-General, the 
matter was placed in the hands of the 
provincial board of health for investi- 
gation, and yesterday morning the tug 
Sadie 'was chartered for tin? purpose of 
conveying the secretary and several oilier 
gentlemen to the island to make the ne- 
cessary investigation. 

The party was made up of Dr. Geo. II. 
Duncan, secretary of the board of 
health; Messrs. A. Williams, M.P.P.l 
Donald Graham, M.P.P.; G. A. Huff, 
M P.P.; Dr. McKechnie, president of 
the B. C. Medical Association: Dr. Mc- 
Guigan, Dr. Hathaway, and several 
other gentlemen. The boat left at 5 u.m 
and after a very pleasant run reached 
Darcey Island at 8:;U) a.m. The lepers 
were visited and due inquiries were 
made of the patients, and so far as could 
be ascertained the poor Chinamen were 
entirely ignorant of the alleged transac- 
tions. 

However, the party made a tour of 
inspection of the inhabited portion of the 
island, which by the way, is very limited 
indeed, rind discovered that the garden- 
ing operations were confined to a plot 
of land less than a quarter of an acre 
in extent, not more than sufficient to 
supply their own wants at the very out- 
side. The vegetables forming the sea- 
son's crop hud just begun to appear 
above ground, so that it immediately 
became evident to all present that the 
person who had supplied the information 
in question to the San Francisco papers 
had drawn altogether upon a fertile 
imagination. Even if the facilities ex- 
isted for conveying produce to Vancou- 
er or New Westminster, it would be an 
impossibility for the lepers to derive 
any revenue whatsoever from (heir little 
patch of ground; but there is absolutely 
no evidence of any person visiting the 
island except those who are called there 
in some official capacity for the purpose 
of supplying the wants of these poor 
unfortunates. 

A good deal of" indignation is expressed 
that such a statement, calculated to do 
a very great deal of injury to both the 
cities in question, should find currency 
in papers so widely circulated as the 
San Francisco Call and Examiner. 

There is nothing particularly new to 
report concerning the colony of lepers 
beyond ihe fact of die death of one of 
the Victoria Chinamen. There is only 
one recent patient, who came from Van- 
couver. They appeared to be In a very 
comfortable condition and are well pro- 
vided for. They seem to be quite in- 
dustrious, and do all that could be ren- 
onnbly expected of them in the way of 
self support.

Mr. Justice Walkem yesterday gave 
judgment in the case of Turner vs. Jew- 
ell, an interpleader issue, to decide to 
whom $2,000 insurance on the life ot the 
late Edwin Field, in the A. O. U. W. 
should be paid. His lordship decided 
that the money should be paid to the in- 
fant daughter of the deceased. The 
judgment follows: 

This Is an Interpleader Issue, the evi- 
dence on each side having as agreed upon, 
been submitted Oil affidavits. 

"Edwin Field, being a member of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen, received 
a certificate from the order, dated the AJrd 
Of July, 1880, Which entitled his Infant 
daughter Tryphcaa ISIlen Field to payment 
of S2.00O, at his death. lie placed his t 
daughter, In June, 1887, under the care of 
the plaintiffs, John Turner and Ills wile, 
and handed the certificate, or pulley, to 
them, together with his will, ou the under- 
standing that they should maintain and 
educate her. Field died on the ftu of 
February, 1807, and probate of his will was 
.r,.,,, fil on the 1st Of March following. 
By the will, the plaintiffs were appointed 
trustees and executors of his estate, and 
also guardians of his Infant daughter, with 
directions to collect and Invest for her bene- 
fit the $-J,000. The will, therefore, Is In 
accord with the beneficiary provision con- 
tained In the policy, so that the dilliculty 
which often occurs by reason of the provis- 
ions of a will conflicting with those of the 
police, do not arise here. Field, however, 
shortlv before his death, on the i!,'!rd 

of December, 1800, had a new certificate 
Issued to him, upon his formally agreeing 
In writing that the tlrst one should be can- 
celled, or, In other words, revoked. It was 
revoked accordingly. In the fresh certifi- 
cate the $0,000, originally directed to be 
paid to his daughter, Is cut down to $1,600, 
unjl the balance of $500, made payable to 
bis married sister, the late Elizabeth E. 
Jewel, whose personal representatives now 
claim It. 

••Associations like the present one are 
organized under the "Benevolent Societies' 
Act," and their policies are subject to the 
provisions of the "Act to Secure to Wives 
and Children the benefit of life Insurance,' 
or, to give the act Its short title, til 
"Families' Insurance Act." (Rev. Stats. 
181)7, caps. 13, 104.) Both acts are, to a- 
certain extent, transcripts of similar legis- 
lation In Ontario. Mingeaud v. Packer (21

"By 'section S of the "Families' Insur- 
ance Act" a certificate may be varied "by 
an Instrument in writing attached to or 
indorsed on, or identifying the policy by 
Its number or otherwise, so as to restrict 
or extend, transfer or limit the benefits of 
the policy to the wife aloae or to children, 
or one or more of them, as beneficiaries, 
or a beneficiary, or sole beneficiary, al- 
though the policy Is expressed or declared 
to be for the benefit of the wife and child- 
ren alone; he may also by. his will make or 
alter the Iippoliiment of the Insurance 
money; and an appointment made by his 
will shall prevail over any other made 
before the date of the will." No such In- 
strument in writing has been produced In 
the present case; and there Is not a word 
In this section which authorizes or war- 
rants the cancellation or revocation of a 
certificate once it. Is Issued. If a revoca- 
tion were permitted, the object of the 
"Families' Insurance Act" would be de- 
feated.
